A-question, however, 
has been put to me, ad tv the Comniission- 
er’s:personal liability, aud it-has been sug- 
gested that some regulations should ‘be 
drawn up relative to guch guarantees 80 28 
to subject them to rile rather than caprice, 
and in order that they be everywhere dealt 
within o uniform manner, ‘and hold such # 
récoguised position’ as shall defing the. re- 
f spousibilities of all concerned... - ‘The neces- 
sity of acting on this suggestion has become 
more apparent since the failure of a firm at 
Takow, at a time when some two thousand 
taels-were due to the Customs as duties on 
goods which had -been, passed under its 
guarantee, has placed the acceptors of the 
guarantee in the position of sureties, aud 
hus made them liable tothe Board, of Re- 
venue for the amount guaranteed.

(From the Japon Times Overland Muil.) 
It is little more than a year ugo-that-we 

had to report the-total loss of the P, & O, 
atr, Singapore on an unknown, unsuspected,” 
unmarked rock, upon the northwestern 
coast of Japan. The painful duty again 
devolves upon us-of recording the wreok of 
another yessel, on this occasion a British 
man-of-war, H/M.S.. Rattler lies a total 
wreck on a reef. in Romanzoff bay, at the 
north-western extremity of the: island of 
Yesso, some 400 miles north of Hakodate.
